It has been forty-four years since 


General Lee surrendered to General 
Grant at Appomatax. But the stir- 
ring times of the War of the Rebel- 
lion are still fresli in the minds of the 
older members of the present genera- 
tion and too many of us had fathers 
or uncles who left'their homes and 
loved ones and in the spirit of lofty 
patriotism offered themselves as a 
sacrifice upon their country's altar. 
And the thinned ranks of the old 
veterans themselves are with us still. 
Their stooping forms and silvered 
hair evoke from us appreciation and 
gratitude. And until the last one of 
these veterans shall have passed to 
Ills long rest tliere Is no danger tliat 
the American people shall forget to 
observe memorial day and place their 
tribute upon the graves of the union 
soldiers. But what about the long 
centuries which are to follow? 
After 


the last veteran shall have gone home 
to rest. After the last individual 
whose recollections extend back to 
the times of the Civil War shall have 
passed from the scenes of this life. 
After all of us who had near relatives 
In that war shall have departed will 
there be any memorial day or any 
monuments to recall their heroism to 
the minds_of the American people? 
If the Civil War were a war of great 
battles merelv, and brilliant victor- 
iesthe Americans of coming centur- 
ies would doubtless grow indifferent 
to the courage and heroism of the 
soldiers of the "sixties." 


But such is not the case. The 


peculiar glory of the Civil War does 
not consist In the great battles fought 
and the brilliant victories won, viewed

science. Vicksburg, and Gettysburg, 
and Appomattox are names which

permanency and glory of our beloved 
ccuntry. 


Truly, a torching and beautiful 


custom that, of commemorating annu- 
ally the Illustrious deeds of the heroes 
who died for the preservation of the 
Union! How meet and just tliat we 
give public expression to that feeling 
of undying gratitude which we enter- 
tain towards the brave and valiant 
soldiers who focght to redeem the 
republic and ta make It forever God's 
first and best representative of liber- 
ty and law and order upon the eartlu 
How fitting arid proper, tliat you, 
members 
of 
the 
G. 
A. 
R. 


should be empowered to perpetuate 
this sacred custom. 


What wonder, that this custom 


should become universal; tliat today 
Memorial Day Is one of the most pa- 
triotic days of the year, wherein all 
classes unite In paying l\onor to our 
heroic dead and feel a conscious pride 
In being able to thus sbovr respect 
for their memory and the cause for 
which they fought.

ple. If the Union had been disrupted 
and Its shattered fragments laid pros- 
trate over the land, like the broken 
and desolate columns of once famous 
temples In Grecian and Roman re- 
gions, 
liberty, shrieking over the 


ruins, should have hastened back to 
caverns of gloom, her friends aban- 
doning hope, her enemies exalting 
and confident; the dissolution of the 
Union meant a century of retrogres- 
sion for humanity.
